. . in Confederate Currency

The War Between the States has now reached 
its centennial. With the renewed interest in the 
historical significance of this great American 
tragedy, people find that the Confederacy is far 
from dead. Antiquarian and historical societies, 
committees for the preservation of our great heri- 
tages, and collectors of memorabilia in general 
keep the Confederacy very much alive. 


In a large library-like office at 2501- Passe-A- 
Grille Way, St. Petersburg Beach, Florida, can 
be found the headquarters of Confederate finance. 
It is officiated over by a likeable but not too 
easily recognizable personification of a southern 
colonel, Grover Cleveland Criswell, Jr. 


Col. Criswell, although young in years, is old 
in accomplishments. He, with the help of his 
brother Clarence, has authored two recognized 
standards on the subject of Confederate finance. 


His first work, introduced in 1957, covers fully 
the paper money issued by the Confederate States 
of America and includes a virtually complete list 
of the issues of the Southern states, including the 
Territory of Florida, and the Republic and Gov- 
ernment of Texas. 


His latest work has just been released. It is a 
voluminous undertaking by the author to publish 
a complete listing of the various types of ‘Fiscal 
Paper” issued by the Confederacy. A here-to-fore 
task never completed. The publication culminates 
several years research on the part of the author 
and his brother. 


Every known source was utilized, including the 
examination of large numbers of bonds and cer- 
tificates in various collections, as well as the rec- 
ords of the Confederate Governments and the 
various State agencies. 


This book, ‘‘Confederate and Southern State 
Bonds” and the first issue in the Criswell Cu- 
rency Series, ‘Confederate and Southern State 
Currency’, are the by-word of the Confederate 
collector of today. 


Most of the illustrations in these books are 
those of specimens in the famous Criswell col- 
lection, which today has a value of over $25 mil- 
lion Confederate dollars. 


Grover Criswell is a product of the famous 
Citadel. Here, he majored in political science and 
history. He was raised in the regimentation of 
military life, having attended Barrington Military 
and Park Ridge Military Academies and the Flori- 
da Military Academy. Appointed by Governor Le- 
roy Collins to the State Civil War Centennial Com- 
mission, he also is a member of the National Civil 
War Centennial Commission. 
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He is a member of some two dozen historical 
and numismatic organizations, including the re- 
spected Professional Numismatists Guild. 


In civic affairs, Criswell acknowledges member- 
ship in several organizations including the Elks, 
Masons, Moose, C. Of C. and the well-known Por- 
poise Club. 


Criswell is a colorful and likeable personality. 
His attire, his manner and his speech attract all 
who have had the opportunity to see and meet 
him. Recognizing this potential, he is eagerly 
sought by convention chairmen as their principal 
speaker at numerous meetings. 


People, nation-wide have had the opportunity 
to meet him through the facilities of television. He 
has appeared on national television, first on 
“What’s My Line” and lately on “To Tell The 
Truth.” The latter program brought close to 
thirty-thousand pieces of correspondence to his 
offices. 


Criswell’s interest in Confederate material cov- 
ers the philatelic field as well as the numismatic. 
He has also compiled a large collection of related 
papers and billboards on the Confederacy. 


Grover Criswell is not only the richest man in 
the world in Confederate currency but also in the 
background knowledge that is necessary to mark 
him as one of the great numismatic authors and 
lecturers of today. 


Criswell is widely known in circles other than numis- 
matic.

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EARLY AMERICAN 
COLONIAL CENTS 


By Charles F. French 


Were we to transport ourselves 
back three centuries to the early 
days of Colonial America we 
would find that industry was 
very small, that business for the 
most part was conducted by bar- 
ter and trade. 

While the need for coins was 
felt, the shortage was not as im- 
portant as later, when Colonial 
America became more industri- 
ous and had succeeded in acquir- 
ing wealth. Even so, the first at- 
tempts to issue coins had begun. 

Massachusetts experimented 
with its NE (New England) shill- 
ings, six pence and three pence. 
These were very crude and rare 
coins credited with being the first 
coins struck on this continent, or 
at least in the territories then 
known as the American Colonies. 

Followed quickly by the wil- 
low, oak and pine tree series, 
some were to find use in circula- 
tion, for in those days a coin was 
a coin regardless who issued it, 
and worth its value in its amount 
of metal. 

This first series was strongly 
disapproved by Charles II of 
England and the coinage was 
stopped. 

There were very early “experi- 
ments” in coinage in other colo- 
nies and we find the Mark New- 
by halfpence of New Jersey in 
1681, originally coined for Ire- 
land, finding its way over here. 

There were also the Lord Bal- 
timore pieces for Maryland, 
coined in England and brought 
over for circulation here. 

After these early attempts, a 
slump in interest occurred and 
we find little numismatic activ- 
ity until the first part of the 18th 
Century when a small flurry was 
noticed. 

We have the Gloucester tokens 
of 1714, the Woods or Hibernia 
series and Rosa Americana coins 
of 1722 to 1724, the early French 
Colony copper of 1721, 1722 and, 
a little earlier, the Elephant to- 
kens of 1694. 

With the exception of the 
Gloucester tokens, of which little 
is known, the rest were struck in 
foreign lands and shipped here 
for use. 

The Higley or Granby coppers 
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of 1737 to 1789 saw considerable 
circulation even though they 
were unauthorized and coined on 
this continent. 

Now we enter the second per- 
iod of inactivity and, with the 
exception of the 1760 Voce Populi 
coins, the 1767 French Colonies 
pieces find next to no interest in 
“coins for America.” 

The next and most important 
era began about the time we em- 
barked upon the American Revo- 
lution. From then until the open- 
ing of the first United States 
mint, we find innumerable vari- 
eties and experiments, in fact all 
types of coins. Some received rec- 
ognition and actually circulated, 
others should be classified as pat- 
tern or experimental pieces. 

First, the ‘State’ cents. New 
Hampshire struck coppers as 
early as 1776, though very few 
are known. They must have been 
circulated because they show a 
great amount of wear. 

Vermont issued many varieties 
and quite a few cents from 1785 
through 1788 and they were 
actively used in circulation. 

New York, too, issued cents 
from 1786 through 1787, some of 
which can be considered experi- 
mental pieces, others actually cir- 
culated. 

Connecticut probably had the 
most active coinage system from 
1785 through 1788, circulating 
her coins extensively. 

About 1776, Massachusetts 
struck some early experimental 
pieces and went into regular coin- 
ages during 1787 and 1788. 

New Jersey issued a wide vari- 
ety of cents from 1786 through 
1788 and in 1773, just prior to 
the revolution, Virginia struck 


pennies and half pennies with 
George III upon them. 

Of the wide variety of experi- 
mental coins or tokens which ap- 


peared during this period, the 
majority did not see circulation 
even though some are known to 
have been used. 

In this group we find the rare 
pewter pattern Continental dol- 
lars of 1776, the Nova Constel- 
latio coppers of 1783, 1785 and 


1786, the Immune Columbia 
pieces, the Confederatio cents, 
Brashers experimental _ pieces, 


Chalmers Annapolis (MD) shill- 
ings, sixpence and _ threepence, 
and the USA Bar cents. 

Now we come to what may be 
considered the forerunners of our 
first regular coinage--the ‘“Wash- 
ington”’ pieces. 

George Washington’s great 
popularity at the end of the Rev- 
olution made it natural to want 
to copy the practice of foreign 
nations and place the head of the 
ruler on the obverse of the coin. 

Not having a king, it was na- 
tural the colonists would choose 
the head of the president of the 
United States. If this practice 
had been accepted and carried on 
until today, we would have had a 
change of coin design with each 
president and his bust or head 
would have appeared on our coins 
while he was in office. 

This would have resulted in an 
interesting series for our coin 
collectors but it could have con- 
fused our coinage due to the 
many changes. The practice of 
using Washington’s head was 
therefore discarded and the “Lib- 
erty”’ head designs were adopted. 

All these coinages were de- 


signed to fill the need for minor 


coins, mostly cent and half cent 
sizes. These were the sizes that 


were needed most, for the re- 
quirements of larger business 
transactions were fulfilled by 


gold Spanish American Doub- 
loons and their fractions, English 
Guineas and even French Louis

Swiss 5-franc coins are poured into the elec- 
tric furnace for smelting. As the five-franc 
pieces return to the mint, they are all meet- 
ing the same fate — too large and heavy, 
say the people. 


Two men handle the ladle to pour silver 
into wooden molds. Ingots are then trim- 
med and sent to the next room where they 
are rolled, 


The heavily insulated furnace is tip- 
ped to pour the molten 1 silver into 
the ladle. Intense heat can be felt, 
uncomfortably, from 15 to 20 feet. 


In one of the world’s old- 
est democracies, the peo- 
ple get what they want. 
New two-franc coins are 
being turned out to re- 
place the bulkier five- 


franc pieces. 


William Tell broods 
gloomily over his fate 
as the disappearing: por- 
trait on the obverse of 
the Swiss five-franc coin. 
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As the silver ribbon pours from the rolling 
press, it is carefully checked by micrometer 
for exact thickness. The next step is to 
punch the planchets from the strip. 


After laundering, random samples of plan- 
chets are weighed, Before going to be 
struck, planchets are weighed in bulk on a 
scale so sensitive it records the heartbeat 
of a man standing on it. 
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After planchets have been punched, 
they are sent to the “laundry.” In this 
steamy room, impurities are washed 
from the surface of the metal. 


After being struck, new two-franc 
coins are inspected on a conveyor 
which permits one girl to inspect one 
side of each coin, another girl to in- 
spect the other side. 


Gold 
Crises 


By Starr Gilmore 


Bismarck, not wholly without 
reason, once compared the gold 
standard to a sadly inadequate 
blanket. It was the sort of blank- 
et that could cover three or four 
comfortably but could hardly be 
expected to care for a dozen, be- 
ing pulled this way and that by 
the would-be sheltered. Its inade- 
quacy would make all of them 
miserable. 

Before the first World War, the 
United States had been a debtor 
nation. Many of our economic ac- 
tivities were financed by money 
from abroad. The European con- 
flict changed this and the United 
States went from debtor to cred- 
itor. Gold came to our shores in 
increasing volume and in 1948 we 
had a virtual monopoly, an esti- 
mated two-thirds of the _ total 
world supply being in our hands. 

With the first World War we 
were left with a favorable balance 
of trade and since the balance was 
met with gold, our total of the 
metal increased until it was some- 
where around 30 billion at the 
peak. 

To give themselves some protec- 
tion, countries with unfavorable 
trade balances resorted to devalu- 
ation. England, for example, peg- 
ged her Pound, reluctantly, at the 
present figure of $2.80. 

In common with other coun- 
tries, we have had our share of 
grief with gold. On one occasion 
an attempt was made to get a cor- 
ner on gold. The project, nurtur- 
ed by Gould and Fisk, came close 
to success. The only reasons it 
failed were their mistaken beliefs 
that gold of the Treasury would 
not be released and that they had 
an indirect inside connection with 
President Grant. 

The pair drove the price of gold 
steadily upward. Then came Black 
Friday and the stock market be- 
came _a literal madhouse. Gould 
and Fisk could not buy all the 
Treasury gold and their hoped-for 
corner vanished. A large number 
of small speculators were fleeced 
mercilessly and public wrath was 
so great the pair felt it wise to 
keep out of sight for a while. 

Another incident of the period, 
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also in connection with President 
Grant, centers on William Ralston, 
kingpin of the San Francisco Bank 
of California. 

Fearing a run on his bank, Ral- 
ston sent repeated wires to Grant 
requesting permission to ex- 
change gold bars in his vaults for 
coined gold in the United States 
Sub-Treasury. But he received no 
reply so he took matters in his 
own hands. 

Two of  Ralston’s’ trusted 
friends, beginning shortly after 
midnight, carried nearly a mil- 
lion dollars in gold coins to the 
Bank of California from the Sub- 
Treasury. They carried from the 
bank to the Sub-Treasury almost 
the same weight in gold bars. 

The bank run did materialize 
the next day and was averted 
only by the sight of so much gold 
coin. 

During the second administra- 
tion of President Cleveland a gold 
crisis of unprecedented severity 
arose. Panic struck the country,

monetary system. 


the corn crop was largely de- 
stroved by drought, unemploy- 
ment was widespread, wheat fell 


to less than 50 cents a bushel, 


and the Pullman strike, bitter 
and prolonged, hardly helped. 

As January, 1895, drew to a 
close it looked as though the 
Treasury might end up by having 
no gold, a situation which would 
mean overwhelming disaster. 

Despite the fact that nothing 
on them indicated such a prom- 
ise, greenbacks were turned in to 
the Treasury and redeemed in 
gold. Such notes were not extin- 
guished but were reissued and as 
fear increased more notes were 
presented for redemption. 

Alarmed Europeans began a 
heavy selling of their United 
States assets, causing a great 
flow of gold abroad. The limit of 
Treasury safety, set at 100 mil- 
lion, fell to 56 million and with- 
drawals being 3 million daily, the 
Treasury was scarcely 3 weeks 
away from no gold at all. 

At this point, President Cleve- 
land and Pierpont Morgan put 
their heads together. Morgan 
agreed to furnish the Treasury 
the equivalent of 60 million in 


gold, half to be obtained in this 
country and half abroad, and he 
further agreed that he would see 
to it that a decent gold reserve 
was maintained. He made his 
word good. 

The outery which followed was 
loud and bitter. Outraged silver 
interests were certain that the 
birthright of the country had 
been sold for a mess of pottage, 
that President Cleveland was an 
ingrate and worse and that he 
had in some peculiar and unex- 
plained way made a_ personal 
profit by the transaction. 

Pierpont Morgan was de- 
nounced as the lowest of the low, 
as one who had fattened on the 
misery of the people. 

The last great commotion oc- 
curred in 1933 when Franklin 
Roosevelt demanded the turning 
in of both gold and gold certifi- 
cates and reduced the number of 
grains of the gold dollar. 

Until recently, our share of the 
free-world total was two-fifths— 
about 18 billion. The rest was dis- 
tributed throughout the remain- 
der of the free world in a highly 
uneven manner. 

Currently the United States 
produces four per cent of the 
world’s gold — a far cry from 
former days. Our production of a 
million ounces a year meets about 
half the industrial and arts re- 
quirements of the country. 

Although some grow nostalgic 
over gold and would like to see it 
minted again in quantity the pos- 
sibility that it will happen is 
poor. 

No doubt some token coinage 
of gold will continue as in the 
case of South Africa. And the 
Vatican will probably continue to 
put out a few gold pieces. But 
collectors who have U.S. gold 
coins may be fairly sure that they 
will not decline in value.

MEDAL 


Congressman Fred Schwengel 
(Rep.-lowa), speaking as Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee on 
Arrangements for the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the First 
Inauguration of Abraham Lin- 
coln, presented the official com- 
memorative medal of the Inaug- 
ural Anniversary celebration to 
President Kennedy at a ceremony 
in the White House on Septem- 
ber 6. 

The commemorative ceremony 
was held on the 100th annivers- 
ary of the inauguration of Abra- 
ham Lincoln on the steps of the 
East Front of the U. S. Capitol. 
This commemoration was pur- 
suant to House Joint Resolution 
155 introduced by Congressman 
Schwengel and was the first bill 
to be passed by the House and 
Senate and signed by President 
Kennedy. 

Three medals, enclosed in a 
leather bound case with a suitable 
inscription in gold on the lid, were 
received by the President in the 
ceremony; one was gold, which 
was struck for the President, the 
other were in silver and bronze. 

The Official Inaugural Medal 
was modeled after the original 
1861 medal by F. B. Smith of 
Smith & Hartman, New York. 
The original, which is a rare med- 
al, is in the Ralph E. Becker Col- 
lection of Political Americana at 
the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C. 

The obverse inscription reads 
“Lincoln & Hamlin,” enclosing 
jugata busts of Lincoln and Ham- 
lin encircled with crossed palm 
wreaths. 

The reverse was modeled after 
the Benjamin Harrison-George 
Washington Centennial commem- 
orative medal of 1889. Oak leaves 
encircle a square containing the 
inscription “Centennial of the In- 
augural of Abraham Lincoln as 
President, Washington, D. C., 
March 4, 1961.” 

Gene Becker, Chicago, was the 
engraver and die sinker of this 
commemorative medal. He spent 
ninety hours in die cutting and 
used additional blows from the 
metal press in order to obtain a 
high relief for better detail. 
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The medal was made and de- 
signed by Political Heritage, Inc., 
of Massapequa, New York,

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SOVIET RUBLE 


GETS NEW LOOK 


By Harold Don Allen 


Students of world paper mon- 
ey have recognized many changes 
in the appearance of bank notes 
in recent decades. 


Perhaps the most obvious of 
these changes has been a gen- 
eral reduction in size to generally 
approximate the dimensions of 
the present U.S. dollar. 


The English five pound note, 
still not too common in circula- 
tion, is nothing like the big, 
crinkly white bill with which Ed- 
ward Lear wrapped up his “hon- 
ey and plenty of money,” an old 
format which persisted into post- 
war years. 


Now new pounds, and shortly 
new ten shilling notes, emphasize 
the trimmer lines. 


But the biggest surprise to col- 
lectors has come from the Rus- 
sians; the new, revalued Soviet 
ruble, dated 1961 and released 
this year. 


The new ruble is, without 
doubt, the smallest note in the 
world to boast its face value. 
With less than 57 per cent of the 
surface area of the U. S. dollar, 
its dimensions are less than 2 
by 4% inches. 


Although it resembles ‘frac- 
tional notes” issued to replace 
coins during times of metal short- 
age, the little ruble is deceptive. 
Pegged at $1.10 and declared 
equivalent to ten of the old 
rubles, it is quoted on a free mar- 
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ket (Montreal, August 17) at a 
surprisingly high 65 cents. 


The size is new. But collectors 
will find the general appearance 
of this note and others in the 
new ruble series highly tradition- 
al. As does other soviet money, 
it takes its style, presumably un- 
consciously, from pre-Revolution- 
ary bank notes; the big, gaudy 
rubles of Czarist times. 


The note has no predominant 
color, its tone being made up of 
many hues in intricate blends, a 
defense against photographic 
counterfeiting. 


As usual, the ruble identifies 
itself in 15 Soviet languages, but 
its watermark is an overall pat- 
tern of stars rather than the tra- 
ditional Peter or Catherine the 
Great. 


Coin and Currency Institute 


Distributes Naval Aviation Medal 


The Coin and Currency Insti- 
tute, Inc., of New York and Cali- 
fornia has been designated sole, 
national distributor of the Naval 
Aviation Medal. 

This medal, which has just 
been issued, commemorates the 
50th anniversary of the adoption 
of air power by the U. S. Navy. 
The designs of the medal were 
approved by the Fiftieth Anni- 
versary Project Staff of the Chief 
of Naval Operations. 

The sculptor’s models are by 
Paul Fjelde and the medal was 
struck by the Medallic Art Com- 
pany, New York. 

It was in May of 1911 that the 
Navy ordered its first airplane.

Because other significant events 
of naval aviation took place later 
that year, the Secretary of the 
Navy has designated the entire 
year 1961 as the “Golden year of 
the Golden Wings.” 

The obverse of the medal de- 
picts an old hand in the act of 
passing a pair of navy wings to a 
young hand. The reverse side 
shows the official anniversary 
seal consisting of the emblems of 
naval aviation. 

The 2'-inch medal has _ been 
struck in both bronze and in pure 
silver with a fineness exceeding 
.999. The issue of silver medals 
has been limited to 5000 serial- 
ly numbered pieces.

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An unique situation in paper 
money printing arose with the in- 
troduction of the 1957 Series of 
one dollar silver certificates. 

For the first time, the Bureau 
of Engraving and _ Printing 
(BEP) produced two notes of the 
Same denomination and obliga- 


tion simultaneously, by two dif- 
ferent processes. 
In July, 1957, Robert B. An- 


derson received ‘his cabinet post 
as Secretary of the Treasury, re- 
quiring a change in signature on 
paper money. 

At the same time, two other 
significant changes occurred in 
the making of paper money. 

By Congressional act, the mot- 
to, “In God We Trust,” was to be 
placed on all paper money at the 
convenience of BEP when they 
should make major note design 
changes. 

Also, a new dry-paper method 
of pr inting paper money had been 
developed and, in order to cope 
with increasing demand for U.S. 
paper money, BEP had to install 
the new method. 

The three changes were incorp- 
orated in the same move, with the 
result that dry-paper printing 
was used to produce the new 1957 
Series bills which bore the motto, 
“In God We Trust,” and the sig- 
nature of Robert B. Anderson. 

At the same time, BEP contin- 
ued to produce the 1935 Series F 
bills by wet process without the 
motto. 

The new method of printing 
has revolutionized paper “‘money- 
making.” 

BEP installed eight new rotary 
presses on one whole floor of the 
Bureau’s plant. These eight ma- 
chines are capable of producing 
50 per cent of the nation’s cur- 
rency needs. 

At present they are engaged in 
producing only one-dollar certifi- 
cates, which comprise some 70 
per cent of the nation’s paper 
money, numerically. But since the 
presses cannot handle the total 
required production, the re- 
mainder are printed by the older 
damp-paper method. 

Currently, all the bills in pro- 
duction bear the signatures of 
Elizabeth Rudel Smith and C. 
Douglas Dillon. It is only natural 
that the older, 1935 Series G bills 
are printed by the old method and 
the newer 1957 Series A bills by 
the new. 

Today we have not a mistake 
but an unique situation brought 
about by increased demand for 
paper money and modernization 
in the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 13
